GENERAL ASSESSMENT 


This Annual Report relates to the investigation of offences 
under Part IV.1 of the Criminal Code, the majority of which 
are related to drugs. 


This legislation, which provides for the interception of 
communications, continues to be an effective law enforcement 
tool. The following examples of investigations illustrate 
both the complexity of investigations of sophisticated and 
well organized criminal groups and how electronic 
Surveillance contributed to the arrest and conviction of 
individuals involved in this type of criminal activity. 


EXAMPLE NO. 1 


The following case, while investigated internationally, was 
concentrated in Montreal. A well structured organization, 
headed by family members of South American origin, was 
suspected of being a focal point for the cocaine trade in 
Montreal and the surrounding area. While conventional 
investigative means would have allowed prosecution of 
couriers and traffickers associated with the organization, 
little could be done against the leaders since they had no 
physical contact with the drugs. Five communications 
intercepts were judicially authorized and were operational 
for approximately six months. It immediately became 
apparent that the target organization had connections in the 
U.S.A. and South America as well as with the Montreal 
underworld. The source of the drugs was South America where 
branch members of the family operated a cocaine laboratory. 
Importation amounted to about ninety kilograms a year which 
has a value of forty million dollars. At the conclusion of 
the investigation, the six principals were charged with 
importing fifteen kilograms of cocaine and conspiracy to 
import drugs. Fifteen kilograms of cocaine was seized. 
Prosecution under the Income Tax Act by Revenue Canada is 
also pending. Information from the investigation has also 
led to prosecution against the organization's family members 
in the U.S.A. and South America. The case has had a major 
impact on the cocaine trade in Montreal area since the major 
Suppliers have been arrested. This family organization has 
accumulated 5.4 million U.S. dollars which is deposited in a 
South American Bank. 


EXAMPLE NO. 2 


The following investigation and prosecution was centered in 
southern New Brunswick. Judicial authorizations were 
obtained to intercept the communications of four suspected 
major drug traffickers when conventional investigative 
methods were tried and failed. Initially four telephones 
were "tapped" and a monitoring device was installed inside 
one residence. As a result of these intercepts, the 


investigation was expanded to include seventeen telephone 
wiretaps and three monitoring devices. The local 
traffickers were found to have connections in Nova Scotia, 
the U.S.A., and Jamaica. Searches in New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia resulted in the seizure of large quantities of 
liquid hashish and marihuana valued at $440,000.00. 
Prosecution is not yet complete, however, four persons have 
been charged with conspiracy to import narcotics and five 
others with conspiracy to traffic in narcotics, also one 
person was arrested and charged in the United States. A 
slowdown in the drug trade in southern New Brunswick and 
Halifax, N.S. resulted from this investigation. The 
communications interceptions contributed evidence to 
suspects' illegal activities that could not be obtained by 
other investigative means. 


EXAMPLE NO. 3 


In the following investigation, three judicial 
authorizations involving twenty-three telephone intercepts 
were obtained. The target organization was considered to be 
a major supplier of drugs in Calgary and Edmonton. The 
principals of the investigation were a tightly knit ethnic 
group who would not traffic in drugs to other than those 
they knew and of the same ethnic background, which virtually 
foreclosed the development of informants who could give 
evidence on the principals. Other conventional means for 
obtaining evidence of the suspects' drug-dealing activities 
were Similarly not feasible. The investigation was 
international in scope as the organization had a direct 
connection with suppliers in South America. Information 
developed by the investigation resulted in a seizure of 1.7 
kilograms of pure cocaine street valued at 1.5 million 
dollars by the U.S. Drug Enforcement Administration at JFK 
Airport in New York. In Canada, court proceedings are 
underway against four subjects who have been charged with 
conspiracy to import a narcotic. One of these subjects is 
presently domiciled in Brazil and a warrant is outstanding 
for his arrest. 


EXAMPLE NO. 4 


In the following investigation, eight judicial 
authorizations involving thirty-four intercepts covering the 
period 82 APRIL - MAY 83 were obtained. The targets of 
investigation were part of a major drug distribution 
Organization involved in the importation and distribution of 
large quantities of heroin from Europe. 


The standard police investigative methods failed to obtain 
evidence on the principals involved in importing the drugs. 
The authorized interceptions of private communications under 


Part IV.1 C.C. enabled the investigators to obtain the 
evidence required to lay charges. Fifteen persons have been 
arrested and charged with conspiracy to import and traffic 
in a narcotic. All charges are presently before the 

courts. Information from the interceptions also resulted in 
the seizure of two kilograms of high quality heroin having 
an estimated street value of 7 million dollars.
